Causes of unenployment are given on the next page for the 
months of January, 1947, February, 1947 (the peak nonth), December, 1947, and 
January, 1948, together with the net decrease during the twélve months ended 
January, 1948, for each cause. 


The increase during January in the number drawing 
unemployment benefit was due to "Seasonal Work", "Casual Work", and "Establishment 
Closed or Reduction of Staff", the last two causes also being connected with the 
seasonal nature of some Queensland industries, These causes accounted for an 
increase of 888 persons in receipt of benefit, while all other causes together 
showed a decrease of 5d. 


Compared with figures of a year earlier (January, 1947), 
all causes showed very substantial decreases, liven the number unemployed because 
of seasonal work or weather conditions, which had been increasing since September, 
1947, was less than one-half as large in January, 1948, as a year earlier - 1,548 
compared with 3,456.

The following statement shows the number of persons 
drawing benefit in each district in January and Deeember, 1947, January, 1948, and 
in the month of 1946-47 showing the highest level of unemployment, The decrease 
from Janyusry, 1947 to January, 1948, is also shown, In Jamary, 1948, a mumber of 
districts which are affected by seasonal uncmployment showed increases in mumbers on 
benefit. The largest increase during the month occurred in the North Coastal 
Districts where the rate per 10,000 population increased from 48 in December, 1947, 
to 100 in January, 1948, Nevertheless, all districts except Towmsville and Gympie 
showed figures in January, 1948, substantially less than the corresponding figures
